HEROp, MATCHEM, ECLiPSE BREEDING 

(BY EXII.K.) 

The fjiot that eight out of the last nine winners 
of the Kentucky Derby are bred on the llerod- 
Matchent - Eclipse plan of mating is the cause of my 
examination of the breeding of all the other start- 
ers in .the Kentucky Derby during this iteriisl. 
The finding is that of the ninety nine starters only 
twenty -s.x of them tire bred on the plan of uniting 
in the tid> lines of the pedigrees the strains of 
Herod, MVitchcm and Eclipse, and from such unions 
have come the winners Worth. Doneniil, Kegret. j 
lieorge Sm'iJh. Omar Khayyam. Sir Barton and Paul 1 
Jones. Therefore in the nine years the odds against i 
those brisl II. M. E. were 3 1 ,-!, and ".'1-1 against 
those broil Eclipse to Eclipse. Just to see if the 
II. M. pi. plan of mating holds good abroad, a 
scrutiny was made of the breeding of the starters 
lor the Epsom Derby for the years Dill, 11(12 and 
DH7. ' 

In 11H1 the Eclipse- to-Herod bred colt Sunstar 
was first, beating a band of twenty-six; of these 
only two. Chili IT. and Sydmonton. are bred to 
11. M. E. time. In 11(12 the gray Eelipse-to- Herod 
filly Tagalie won. finishing ahead of a band of 
nineteen, and but two of these. Aleppo and White 
Star, brother to Sunstar. are bred on the plan of 
uniting two of the great lines. Aleppo is by P.eppo 
tM) ('here ltaiiie. by Florixel II. (El. and after- 
ward won the Chester and Ascot Cold Cups. 

In 11(17. when liny Crusader proved successful, he 
was the only one in the field bred on the II. M. E. 
plan of mating, and is by Ibiyardo (E) — tiny Laura, 
by Iteppo (Ml. 

From the above it would appear that the II. M. E. 
plan of mating has in the production of winners of 
the best sort rather more than a shade the liest 
of it.

Man o' War came into the racing picture of 1920 with brilliancy. He seems to l>o one 
of ihe rare figures of the noblest of sports — fit to stand in modern public estimation with 
Sysonby and (Tlin. He was beaten once. That defeat was a mistake. It should never have 
happened. Unquestionably the besl of the colts and fillies of 1919, Man o’ War carried on 
bis quality in the Preakness Stakes. The colt was not nearly at his best Tuesday. But half 
ready, he was far bet t er than the best of his opponents, lie will, with good fortune, improve, 
and is likely to show the American public something unusual in stamina and speed before the 
season of 1920 closes. Individually, Man o’ war is perfect. His peculiarities are those of 
equine sturdiness. He has been carefully and judiciously trained and raced, and has earned 
ihe popular esleem given to him. One hopes that Man o’ War will never again be beaten 
and that lie will go into retirement to father children as great as himself. 

During his racing career the son of 1 air Play and Mahubah litis raced eleven times to 
win ten races and $100, .‘125.

Of the champion, “Exile” writes as follows: “I regard the coming of Man o’ War as 

most propitious, for he is likely to be an assistant to his sire, Fair Play, in more firmly estab- 
lishing the Matchem line, through Melbourne, an Australian. The line of Melbourne hangs 
o.tly by a .‘lender thread abroad. It is therefore the duty of the breeders here to foster and 
encourage its perpetuation from the fact that Europe and other countries will in time come 
to this country for this blood. I am free to admit these Melbourne horses do not come often, 
hut when they do come, they are more than good, as witness the performances of such as 
Hurry On, Bachelor’s Button. Sir Martin. Barcaldine, and the first winner of the Triple Crown, 
West Australian. It is also well to bear in mind that the Matchem leaven is necessary in 
the production of the best of race horses, sires and brood mares, such as those of the 
class of Gay Crusader, Commando, Africander, Perth, Sain. Malster, Macdonald II., Blair Athol 
and Lord Clifden. 

“Man o' War is bred to stay as far as horses are asked to run. Fair Play, his sire, could 
well encompass a route. Rock Sand, sire of his dam Mahubah, himself won the Triple Crown 
end ihe one and three-quarters miles Jockey Club Stakes; Merry Hampton, sire of Man o’ 
War’s granddant, Merry Token, won the Derby, and Macgregor, sire of Mizpah. won the Two 
Thousand Guineas. Ofttimes I am accused of prejudice in favor of the British thoroughbred 
horse, but to all I say 1 ant only prejudiced in favor of a good horse, lie he bred in Kam 
(hatka or Siam. The main thing is to breed the good horse, and this, so far as I can see, 
has been done in the case of Man o’ War, which by the way. introduces a strain of American 
blood by way of Aerolite, dam of his grandsire Spendthrift. 

“Outcrossing is the' life of horse breeding, and Man o’ War is bred on the outcross plan 
of mating, his sire l air Play being of Matchem descent, and his dam Mahubah running back 
to Eclipse in the male line. Liberal infusions of the Herod strain are also brought in by that 
best of all brood mare sires Macaroni (twicel, via Galliard’s dam Mavis and his son Macgregor.

Cleopatra, winner of the l’inilieo Oaks, will lie 
reserved for the filly stakes of the year. IV. H. 
Karrick. her trainer, has suggested this campaign 
to Mr. W. It. Coe and lie has consented. Mr. Coe 
thought that she hud a good chance to win the Ken- 
tucky lterhy and much against the advice of Kar- 
tiek shipped her to Churchill Downs. 

He now realizes this was an error, and as lie be- 
lieves lie owns the best filly in America, lie has 
restricted her to the filly stake races. 

it is not generally known that Cleopatra was 
foaled in this country. Mr. Arthur Hancock im- 
ported Die mare Galilee, in foal to Corey rn, to his 
Virginia farm, where Cleopatra was horn. She was 
S4tld as a yearling for $4,100 to Mr. Coe and has 
more than doubly repaid him that price. 



NEW YORK. N. A’.. May 21.— “Alan o’ War is 
the greatest race horse l have ever ridden and i 
have been on Sir Barton. Omar Khayyam. AVesty 
Hogan and many other fine horses,” said jockey 
Ktimmcr at Jamaica Wednesday. lie li.nl just ar- 
rived from l’imlico after riding Man o’ AA'ar in the 
Preakness. 

“Man o’ AA’ar is not an easy colt to ride.” con- 
tinued Kuminer. "He is heavy-headed because lie 
likes to get his bead down. He has a powerful 
stride, long and low. He is quick on his feet and 
catches his stride early and easily. 

“He was eager in the race and chose to go to 
the front at once. He took a good hold of the 
bit. but unlike most rapid horses lie did not lug or 
pull, lie can be restrained without sawing on tho 
hit. 

“Up bucked twi.ee at the barrier as though eager 
for the race. He was not nervous nor fretful like 
most horses in their first start of the season, but 
seemed anxious to reach tin* gate and do what lie 
was out to do. 

“In every period of the race Man o’ War showed 
amazing speed. Not once did I feel him weaken 
under me. The track, on the baekstreteli near the 
turn after passing the half mile, was deep and un- 
even. The soil gave way under his feet. Hut it 
did not bother him at all, for it was at this point 
that lie opened up the gap on the others that 
tangled them up. 

"! did not have to urge or call oil him in the 
race. My hands were full keeping him from going 
out too far in front. (Iiu-e he settled down to his 
stride when lie readied the baekstreteli he was 
eager to show his liest speed. I restrained him. 
Alan o’ War was never fully extended at any time. 
To me tho eolt seemed to In- in perfect physical 
condition. He pulled tip with plenty of breath and 
acted as though lie hud enjoyed the race. He sure 
is a grand horse.”
